merely because it is less than that 
visted on some Kiuropean countries, 
may be due for a rude awakening. 
An exhaustive survey of national 
budgets throughout the w*orld, mad© 
by the New York Trust Company, 
shows that the tremendous increase 
in our public debt caused by emer­ 
gency spending is likely to burden us 
with greater taxes than those of any 
Fluropean nation in paying the ulti­ 
mate cost of the measures taken to 
cope with depression.

aims of the organization to the group 


01 interested students. 
Courses in vocational agriculture 
under the National Vocational Edu­ 
cation Act were first established in 
the United States in I'J 17, and w ith 
the growth of enrollment 
in 
the 
courses and the desire of the mem­ 
ber* to form clubs among themselves, 
the idea came to form larger organi­ 
zations, banded together lor l*e wel­ 
fare of all and to do things in an 0 1 - 
gaiuzed way.

1923 and 
1928 a num ber ot states actually 
formed organizations of vocational 
agriculture students. 
I heir spienu.d 
work encouraged other States to fol­ 
low then example, the club* ap p e al­

etc. 
it was the pioneer efforts ot 
the Future Farm ers of N* nginia, how 
ever, that a t t i acted win 
plead at­

petus to the national * • ganization. 


1 he Southern region lob wed closely 
upon S irginia .-> pattern, and in lJ2i* 
1928 the Western state;, heeded the 
call, and from them came tile sug 
gestion of formulating the b u tu n 
rut me 1 s of America, and of iaunth- 
ing it as a national organization 01 
tin boy* studying vocational agricul- 
tui e.

terests of the entire citizenship that 
said m atter be finally decided and 
the law settled regarding the qualifi­ 
cation of voters.

And my covenant shall be in your 
flesh for an everlasting covenant. 
Gen. 17:13. 
“And he that is eight days old shall 
be circumcised”— both he that ia born 
in the house and he that is bought 
with money; he who refuses “shall 
be cut off from his people; he has 
broken my covenant.” 
Thus “ my 
covenant shall be in your flesh for 
an everlasting covenant,” 
Abraham 
is obedient to the Lord and carries it 
out; whether he understands it all, 
how a symbolic act, a token, can mean 
so much, how mortal flesh has the 
capacity for something eternal, how 
the Lord is striving to carry out Hi3 
spiritual aims by material perform ­ 
ance, all that m atters little. 
St. Paul 
who calls all these O. T. ordinances 
about meat, drink, holyday, sabbath, 
etc., “a shadow of things to come” , 
foreshadowing 
the 
body, 
namely 
Christ, 
and 
who 
wants 
no 
one 
‘ judged” about these m atters after 
Christ has come, this same St. Paul 
speaks of a N. T. “circumcision made 
without hands” , when he speaks of 
baptism. 
Time and again, however, 
he stresses tho difference between 
the two. 
Circumcision is a token that 
signifies, baptism conveys a gift, be­ 
ing the vehicle of the Holy Spirit; 
the one works upon the outward man, 
the other upon the heart; one is for 
the seed of Abraham, the other for 
humanity; the one brings into rela­ 
tion with Jehovah, and the advan­ 
tages of a chosen race, a visible or­ 
ganism, the other, by the regenera­ 
tive start for a new creature, brings 
in connection with an invisible oigan- 
ism, i. e. the body or church of 
Christ; in biief, circumcision, ordain­ 
ed by Jehovah, is a real “ shadow” 
pointing to the fulfillment, the salva­ 
tion in Christ, baptism, instituted by 
Christ, cannot be another shadow, 
but is the sacram ent that bi ing- that 
salvation, that “ eternal covenant”. 
And thus St Paul concludes, hor as 
many of you as have been baptized 
into Christ have put on Christ. Gal. 
3:27.
